22 Mi 6Present: Chairman, Donald R. Banks, and Selectman, Arthur J. | 
fae oem St. Maurice. Also present, was Mr. Hugh Dalzell, new owner of the 
~ Garage formerly owned by Ted's of Fayville, Inc. Turnpike Road, 
Fayville. Said garage now under name of “Dalzell's. 


Mr. Dalzell explained that he wished to increase the present storage of gaso- 
line at. said Dalzell's Garage, and questioned "what original permit was 
granted" for. He further stated that “before the men started digging to in- 
stall another tank, he wanted to know where the water pipe’ was. 


7:32 P.M. . Then appeared Selectman, Louis J. Bartolini. Also, appeared Town 
Accountant, Fred L. Baker, Sr., and Worcester Telegram & Gazette 
Correspondent, Mrs. Patricia Boyle. 


Chairman Banks Ctecked, by telephone, at this time, with Fire Chief Brock, 
relative to Mr. Dalzell's question as to whether or not a Permit is required. 
According to what Chief Brock told Chairman Banks, Ted's of Fayville, Inc. 


had a six thousand gallon tank, and that a Permit is:required, as well as 
a Hearing. 


Mr. Dalzell further explained how, at the present time a hole has been dug 
"today" for the installation of another tank. 


Selectman St. Maurice told Mr. Dalzell that he couldn't "cover it." Mr. Dal- 
me, 2G]1 stated that he would have to cover it (tank would not have any fluid in 
it) and that to leave the hole open, wceuld hold up business because of where 
excavation is located. 


Chairman Banks then called the Town Counsel, by telephone, and, according to 
him (Banks) the Town Counsel stated that a Hearing would have tobe held "on 
any expansion.” 


Mr. Dalzell: "I am going into the State House-get Fire Marshall out, I feel . 
there is a lot of nunnecessary..........." "I am going over 
your head, over Brock!'s head, meantime set up hearing, I am 
applying for additional storage, the License is there, I have 


a License from the State, I am applying for an increase of 
storage." 


Mr. Dalzell further explained that it is his wish to be able, later on, to 
have 25,000 gallons of gasoline stored. 


It ee finally agreed, unanimously, that a Hearing be set for January 17th 
at 0:00 P.M. 


8:00 PeM. Then appeared the Personnel Board, including, Chairman, Ralph Gray 
Donald Gleason, Edward Phair, and Kenneth Clarke, Jr. Mrs. Boyle 
left Selectmen's office at this time. 


m= Memorandum, as sent to the various Department Heads, and Employees, relative 
to a meeting's being conducted by the Personnel Board on Wednesday, Janu- 
. aru th. in the Lower Town Hall, at 8:00 P.M. noted by the Board. 


Chairman Gray told the Selectmen that they are going to recommend a forty- 
four hour week with a 125% increase, effective April lst. of this year. 
Mr. Gray “weekly group is having its hours reduced from forty-eight to 
forty-four, for which overtime will be paid, and in addition is getting a 
124 4 pay-increase, except Superintendents, Police Chief, Police Sergeant, 
all members of the Fire Department, their's stays as a forty-eight hour 
week, they will not get overtime.” 


The Personnel Board then told the Selectmen that they want to recommend that 
the Town Collector and Town Treasurer's positions be made one, and an appoin- 
tive position, not elective. 


Possibility of having the above matter, relative to Collector and Treasurer, 
be made a By-Law of the Town. It was agreed that an ARTICLE would be imple- 
mented this year for 1968. 


Chairman Gray questioned as to whether or not the above matter, relative to 
said Collector and Treasurer could be taken care of at a Special Town Meet- 


ing? 


Chairman Banks feels that the above should be recommended at an Annual Town 
Meeting. Selectman St. Maurice questioned as to whether or not there is a 
Statute that a Town Treasurer can be appointive. 


Selectman Bartolini feels that the people should be allowed to determine this 
matter. 


Raises for Elected Officials, discussed. 


Mr. Millea, also a member of the Personnel Board, who had appeared a little 
later than 8:00 P.M. remarked that “there is nothing to prevent a Town Of- 
ficer from getting a raise’ that he (elected officer) can have an article 
placed in the Town Warrant. (Deadline for Warrant Articles for the 1967 
Annual Town Warrant, was voted at a previous meeting, as of January 6th.) 


Survey to possibly be made next year, relative to classifications of vari- 
ous positions in the Town, discussed by the Personnel Board. It was brought 
out that an Article would possibly be placed in the Town Warrant, in the a- 
mount of $2500.00 to defray costs of a consulting engineer. All members of 
the Board of Selectmen in accord with the idea of a survey's being made. 


9:07 P.M. At approximately this time, the Personnel Board left the Select- 
~ ments office and Mr. Roger Maconi appeared. 


Mr. Maconi was notified of the reception of the three sets of three pleces 
each, of the Town Seal. 


VOTED: that one (1) set (3 pieces) of the Town Seal, be forwarded the Town > 
Clerk. 


VOTED: that the remaining two sets of three pieces each, remain in the Se- 
lectmen's office of said Town Seal. Said sets to be placed in Town 
vault. 


Insurance budget briefly discussed. Chairman Banks reported that he talked 
with Mr. Wesley Williams of the C.E. Williams Insurance Agency; and that he 
(Banks) told said Williams the Town wants to have a “complete program." 
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Deeds of Release, as received from the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, 
by the Town Counsel, briefly discussed.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


February 1h, 1967 


7:30 P.M. Present: Chairman, Donald R. Banks; Selectmen, Arthur J. 
St. Maurice and Louis J. Bartolini. Also, Town Treasurer, 
Walter F. White and Worcester Telegram & Gazette Corres- 
pondent, Mrs. Patricia Boyle. 


Mr. White had requested this meeting in order to discuss "the need of a 
Deputy Treasurer. Mr. White also, by letter, requested again for the 
approval of his earlier request to cover legal fees in order to start. 
work on Tax Titles. 


VOTED: to take above requests under advisement. 
VOTED: that a meeting again be set up next week for the Town Treasurer. 


8:00 P.M. Then appeared the Messrs. Robert Baker of Refrigerated 
Storage Center, Inc. and William J. Maher, Chief Executive 
Officer of said Company. Also Mr. Joseph F. Fantony. 


Mr. Baker requested that an Executive Session be held. 
Mr. Fantony at first objected to same. 


VOTED: unanimously, to go into Executive Session. 


Chairman Banks: "Mr. Baker, as you know, we are back on the same subject. 
Mr. Fantony has contacted the Board and asked what has 
been done. We told him briefly, by telephone, we have 
been patiently waiting. We have had letters saying you 
have worked on this phase, now it is coming in, not too 
far away, to the summer months. He just wanted to be 
guaranteed this noise is going to stop--he can live 
without it." 


Mr. Baker: "Mr. White would normally be here to discuss this. He had 
other plans which he couldn't change. He is, in an operational 
way, responsible for this problem and has been working right 
along on it.” 


Mr. Baker explained that Mr. Maher, as Chief Executive Officer, has not 
taken over and is going to do everything he can to help solve the problem, 
along with Mr. Alan White. 


It was brought out that Mr. White is working closely with "Salme & 
Associates", a "sound consulting firm" on the excessive noise problem — 
emanating from Refrigerated Storage Center. It was further brought 
out that "we expect to have quotations in the near future." | 


Mr. Baker: “It was, frankly, quite a shock when other companies 
dropped out. They had been working on quotations, but 
dropped out of the picture." 


Mr. Banks: "How long ago did they drop out?" 
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Mr. Baker: "Don't know exact date, but it was in December,--that was 
Air-0O-Vent Corporation.” 


Selectman St. Maurice: "Frankly, I am not concerned how you do it 
(aliminate the noise), but has the noise been 
abated?" "Has there been any reduction to 
that original matter we had last December?” 


Mr. Maher pointed out that the time of the year is relevant. 


Mr. Maher was told by Mr. Fantony that up to now the Regrigerated Storage 
Center has done nothing to abate the noise. 


Mr. Maher agreed up to this point that they haven't done anything 
toward abating the noise. 


Mr. Fantony stated that the above-named company created the problem 
and it is up to it to eliminate it. | 


Mr. Maher stated, "I would slow down--that we created it. I think the 
Town is involved in this." 


Mr. Fantony: "I know that the Board is involved in this." "I talked . 
with them {Refrigerated Storage Center) for about ten 
months and was told 'we are doing something'.' 


Mr e Fantony stated that these people (Refrigerated Storage Center) 
“up to now, have always played square, but now....” 


Selectman Bartolini reviewed letters as sent and received from the 
Refrigerated Storage Center. He brought out the letter whereby it 
was stated "the pad was sinking.” This was received last August. 
Mre Bartolini told Mr. Maher that the Board has a Petition for 
nuisance. “We have to act on it. We have been grossly mislead," he 
stated. 


Mr. Maher: "I think one of the situations is the lack of standard-- 
a measurement that we had spent this money and still have 
no way of knowing that it would be acceptable to the 
problem." 


Mr. Fantony admitted that he realized that the noise could not be 
completely eliminated but that it could be softened considerably. 

Mr. Fantony again stated that he was living at his present address 
before Refrigerated Storage Center was built, that when said Company 
came "to this Town, asked to have land to start an industry, some 
conditions would not be detrimental to the neighborhood, it would not 
be a health---nuisance." 


Chairman Banks told Mr. Maher that Mr. Fantcny was not the only person 
complaining of the noise. He also assured these people that the Board 
does want industry, and wants to cooperate as far as is reasonable. 


The Board members then asked, “What are you going to do?" 
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Mr. Maher: "We are considering putting up some attenuators; there are 
some basic problems involved and money." 


Selectman Bartolini: “I want assurance that something is being done.” 
Mr. Fantony told all present that he wanted a statement made tonight 
"something concrete.” Mr. Fantony further stated that Mr. White told 
him "they had the solution-=-we are approaching the problem." Select- 


man Bartolini told Mr. Fantony that the Board "would have to talk it 
over with the Town Counsel." 


Chairman Banks: "You will get a letter from us within a week." 
8:52 P.M. Mr. Fantony left Selectmen's office at this time. 


Mr. Maher: "By end of March, physical things will be put to work. 
Whether it will work is another thing." 


Chairman Banks: “Was there any time limit where you are going to come 
up with---?" 


Mr. Maher: "I think we will have to." 


Selectman Bartolini told the Messrs. Baker and Maher they would have to 
make a deciSion, or they are going to be forced to make one. 


Mr. Maher: "I think physical things will be started. We can give 
evidence of their being started. We certainly could send 
copies of orders or contracts--whether this is going to 
satisfy the situation----,." 


Chairman Banks: “I think when you make your decision, that you let us_ 
know what you are doing." 


Mr. Maher: “We have researched the thing to date." 


9:00 P.M. Both Mr. Maher and Mr. Baker left Selectmen's office at 
this time. 


Executive Session over at this time.

9:01 P.M. Mrs. Patricia Boyle, who had left Selectmen's Office during 
Executive Session, returned at this time. 


9:07 P.M. Then appeared the Board of Health, including: Dre T. P. Stone, 
John A. Bartolini and Glenn M. Willman. 
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Dr. Stone reported that his Board had gotten a complaint that “someone 
was dumping garbage in back of a house; that investigation showed that 
aman was preparing sandwiches in his basement for distribution of 
same; that he lives on Hammond Street." Dr. Stone further explained 
that Mr. Rimbach, Sanitarian for the Board of Health, investigated, 
and found "the place (basement) inadequate." He further stated that 
Mr. Rimbach stated said basement was unfinished, that something ought 
to be done about it. According to Dr. Stone, a certified letter was 
sent Mr. Ceramicole tdling him he should close down until he conforms 
to regulations of the Town's Board of Health, that the Post Office 
Department made three tries to deliver the letter and gave up, that 
Mr. Rimbach "went down again and didn't gain entrance, that he (Stone) 
wrote him (Ceramicole) a letter, and had the Chief of Police deliver 
same on a Sunday morning.” He had ample time to tell us whether he 
would be here tonight--next thing is to proceed under provisions of 
Sanitary Code. Actually, he should have a license. He is not dis- 
posing of his garbage properly. Sandwiches - . . 2 


Chairman Banks asked if he continued to dump garbage? 


Dr. Stene brought out that Mr. Ceramicole was disposing of bread crumbs 
and tomato wastes. 


Chairman Banks: "I had a complaint to that effect over a year ago, I re- 
ferred them to the Soard of Health." 


Selectman St. Maurice: "Rimbach tells me that he (Ceramicole) has paid 
no attention, that he (Rimbach) has told him 
(Ceramicole) to do something." 


Mr. John Bartolini: "It isn't our job to police every job." 


Dr. Stone: "We should have a full time Sanatarian due to the work that 
is required." Possibility of employing a part-time sanita- 
rian, considered. 


Selectman Bartolini: "I think you ought to have a full time--committee 
and take over the plumbing inspector.”

Chairman Banks told Mr. Onthank that the "Board is not satisfied with the 
work that is being done" with the "kids" who have been helping hin. 

Mr. Onthank told the Board that "they are no longer kids, they are all of 
draft age." Mr. Onthank further stated that they (Boys) have been with him 
for two years. Mr.Onthank stated that Mr. Truesdale, a tree climber, who 
has also worked with him for some time will verify as to the work of the 
above-mentioned "kids". | 


Mr. Banks: "I have seen, personally, myself, this is no reflection, as far 
as I am concerned...-eceeeeeeee L have seen thése kids not 
doing what I feel is justifiable----- I just don't think they 

are doing the work." 


Mr. Onthank: He (Truesdale) probably was not there at the time, but Howard 
will tell you, as an experienced man, about their two vee 
experience--it takes many. weeks to break in these men.” 


Mr. Banks: "you mentioned Vruesdale--I think Truesdale does a wonderful 
job.’ 


Chairman Banks then told Mr. Onthank that the Board had contacted the Re- 
tirement System, relative to him and that "you are not supposed to be 
working in an appointive position." 


Mr. St. Maurice mentioned to Mr. Onthank his working as a Superintendent 
of Insect and Pest Control, which is an appointive position. 


The Board questioned Mr. Onthank as to why he works his men, on Holidays 
and was told that the Holiday is the only day "experienced help is avail- 
able.” 


Mr. Onthank brought out that he was on an hourly rate, while other Depart- 
ments were on Salary, stating, "I am not working for the Departments, but 

for the Department of Natural Resources, they make a recommendation of how 
muth you will spend--when they first started out, they gave the lown a spray- 
er, that's the way you will find it is today." 


Selectman Bartolini: "Didyou get a letter from the Worcester County Retire- 
ment Service two years ago?" "Under Worcester County Retirement System, 
you should not be working." 


Mr. Onthank: "The two jobs always went together." Mr. Onthank referred to 
the position of Tree Warden as well as Insect and Pest Con- 


trol.

Selectman Bartolini: "Did you ever look up to see how much money you have 
coming to you?" 


Mr. Onthank: "What I want to know is this, are you finding fault with what 
I do, I am perfectly able to do the work and I think I should 
be allowed to." "I leave it to you to think over," stated Mr. 
Onthank, " I am leaving here to see the Personnel Board. I will 
not be able to get help, I can't hire for $1.35 or $1.44 an 
hour and I don't feel that I should give 8,900 miles of. travel 
a year for nothing, I have put in hundreds of hours which I 
have never charged. As far as working holidays, Howard. does 
not like working with just anybody, he has never been injured, 
neither have I. Mr. Onthank mentioned a tree on "Blackthorn 
Drive" (Sub-division of Fiddler's Green) which will have to 
be taken down, and stated, "it will cost Murphy plenty to get 
that out of there."

Mr. Truesdale: "Can I use my truck?" 
Mr. St. Maurice: “We have got to send a..." 


Mr. Bartolini: “You are also Tree Superintendent. We appointed you 
as Moth Superintendent. What you can do, establish 
rate for Superintendent of Tree." 


Mr. St. Maurice: “Under Superintendent of Moth, we have to do that.” 


The Board members reviewed both budgets, as approved at the Town Meeting, 
concerning Tree Warden and Insect Pest Control. 


VOTED: that. .a copy of the Insect Pest Control budget be given Mr. Truesdale. 
Mr. Truesdale stated that he was born in the month of January. 
Selectman Bartolini told him his Anniversary date would be in January. 


7:10 PM Then appeared Marlboro Enterprise correspondent, Robert Wilcox. 
Also Seth Wanetik and Ann Clark of the Framingham News and 
Worcester Telegram and Gazette, respectively. 


VOTED: that a letter of recommendation be sent the Personnel Board and 
a copy of same be sent Mr. Truesdale to the effect that the 
Selectmen recommend to said Personnel Board a starting rate of 
$2.66 per hour. (This rate comes under "Job Group 57"under 
Operating Group" of the Salary Administration Plan. 


Chairman St. Maurice told Mr. Truesdale that if he hires anyone under | 
Insect Pest Control, such a person has to be rated by the Board, who 

will send in to the Personnel Board its recommendations; that any action 
by him as far as Superintendent of the Tree Warden Department is concerned, 
he (Truesdale) would have to go to the Tree Warden. 


Mr. Truesdale then inquired as to “insurance requirements for outside 
help". Selectman Bartolini told him he should ask such outside help if 
they have insurance. 
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Mr. Truesdale: "Can I hire Bill under Insect and Disease...?" 
Selectman Bartolini: "He can't go as an Employee."

Chairman St. Maurice opened the meeting stating the reason for same was to 
determine where the responsibility lies concerning the flood condition that 
prevails on Marlboro Road, that the properties involved in said flood con- 
dition are owned by the Messrs. Robert Mitchell and Ernest Capone. Se- 
lectman Bartolini explained that he had gone over to Marlboro Road this 
past Monday morning, with the Department of Public Works to determine what 
was the cause of this. flood condition, that the Board had authorized the 


Highway Sup't. to dig up part of the roadway. 
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Mr. Pessini explained that underneath where the gas line went through 
“evidently they didn't know there was a drain and one stone (culvert)". 
"Wwe dug back 30 feet and opened that drain which was plugged up--dirt 
got in under draine-after that we thought we had it all solved, back- 
filled, put thirty feet of pipe, then we went away from there----next 
thing water was up again higher than it was before. Got order from the 
Selectmen and dug again=--we got nothing but pea stone leaching area for 
a cesspool. Finally we lifted up this cap stone and water gushed right 
out, so evidently that's where the other condition is," stated Mr. 
Pessini. Mr. Pessini further stated, “Hit cesspool and didn't know 
that cesspool was there...It has nothing to do with the Highway.” 


Mr. Mitchell asked, "What caused this culvert to be plugged?" Mr. 
Mitchell’ stated that this situation is "up to the Board of Health, 
Chairman Dr. Stone Should, at this time, should present to the 
meeting." Mr. St. Maurice stated "that the Board called this meeting 
primarily to relieve a situation that has never been before." 

Dr. Stone then related how some weeks ago he went over to the location 
of this flood, that he was told a stone culvert was beneath....between 
two houses “of Mitchell's and Capone's" and that he "gathered there | 
was a culvert there that the culvert was "blocked"..."reason for flood, 
saw some planking and was told it represented a cesspool...don't have 
the equipment to dig it out to investigate whether or not it was a 
cesspool.” Mr. Mauch reported that he had called the M.D.C. to make 
investigations concerning said flood condition. 


Mr. Capone stated that when he purchased this property from the 
Marlboro Bank (said property's being formerly of Charnley), he "knew 
very little about it." Mr. Capone stated that he had to drain the 
cellar of said property by putting “pea” stcne underneath said floor 
and that a sump pump was installed. "The cesspool that goes to 
Mitchell's house, I never knew where that was--there was a little one 
on the corner of that building I have there." "Mitchell came to me as 
a benefactor,” stated Mr. Capone. Mr. Mitchell stated, "It was leading 
intomy house." Mr. St. Maurice stated that something has happened 
between the Capone property and the Mitchell's to cause this drainage 
or flood condition, and that the Selectmen are much concerned as well 
as the Highway Superintendent because this flood condition is causing 
havoc to the recently built Marlboro Road, and has “got to be resolved". 
Mr. St. Maurice went so far as to say that if something isn't done 
quickly "we are going to lose Marlboro Road." Mr. Mitchell questioned 
Dr. Stone as towhether or not Mr. Capone had been granted a Permit. 
Dr. Stone stated that his Board had no record whereby a Sewage Disposal 
Permit had ever been granted to Mr. Capone or application had ever been 
made by anyone else. | 


Mr. St. Maurice was specific in stating to all present that this was a 
MEETING and NOT a HEARING. 


Mr. Capone: “What do we do to resolve it?" (Flood condition) 


Mr. St. Maurice: “Someone here has got to initiate something-- 
someone to do something--this is not caused by 4 
condition of the Town. It is a condition that 
has developed within the..." |

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Mr. Bartolini said that the ‘own is involved because it has already invested 
a great deal of money trying to relieve the flood condition on Marlboro 
Road. | 


Mr. Capone stated that he would have to go in onto Mr. Mitchell's property 
in order to resolve this problem. Mr. Mit’c hell stated: “Condition arises 
out /y ur property, not on mine." 


Mr. Capone agreed to do what he can to allaviate this condition and to have 
the Highway Superintendent supervisa the work. 


Mr. Antil stated he would like to personally thank the Town for the help 
as given by the Fire Department in doing what it could to alleviate the 
flood conditions on the property. Mr. Mitchell stated, "I will go along 
with that. 


10:05 P.M. Chairman St. Maurice adjourned the meeting at this time.

VOTED: that Selectman Swartwood look into the above matter. 


Copy of certified letter as sent to the Worcester Gas Light Company of 
Marlboro, by Mr. Roland 4. Messier, of 6 Cross Street, objecting to the pro- 
posed laying of a gas main extension to service the new housing development 
off Framingham Road, plans of which show said extension's going along the 
northerly side of Cross &treet, noted. 


8:25 P.M. Then appeared Mr. Arthur Perham. (This meeting had been set up 
for May 9th at 8:30 P.M. and Mr. Perham was so notified of same ) 
Said meeting with Mr. Perham for May 9th related to a complaint as received 
from Mr. and Mrs. J. K. Murphy of 5 Park Street with respect to "certain 
conditions prevail on the south and souteast of our property on Park Street 
Southboro" and with respect to "old cars and wrecks parked all over the 
place which causes a most unseemly sight in the center of the Town." Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Murphy feel that the "unseemly sight" is “detrimental to the 
neighborhood.” According to Mr. Perham, he had made application to the 
Board of Appeals for a Variance, in order to maintain land, as purchased 
by him, on the westerly side of the N. Y. N. d. & Hartford R.R. and on the 
southerly side of the Murphy property for his vehicles. According to Mr. 
Perham, he informed Mrs. Murphy that this land, in question, is to be used 
for a “used car“lot. Mr. Perham explained that "there will be no wrecks 
parked over there more than a day--tomorrow morning they will be out of 
there and whatever is in there will be orderly and......." Mr. Perham ex- 
plained that the wrecks which have been in the lot are there for only a 
short time and thenare taken away. Mr. Perham stated that. they "don't do 
any repair except something small, at night." Mr. Perham stated that du- 
ring snowstorms he tows a number of cars off the Turnpike. Mr. Perham fur- 
ther stated that he intends to erect an “8-foot cedar fence, and the vehic- 
les stored behind said fence will not be seen. 


Selectman St. Maurice stated that the Murphy's had a "legitimate complaint." 


Selectman Swartwood did not feel that the Murphys had a "legitimate" comp- 
laint. 


8:hS P.M. Mr. Arthur Perham left Selectmen's office at this time. 


Then appeared the Messrs. George Ohlman and Donald Derrah of the Worcester 
Gas Light Company, as a result of the Board's vote of last week concerning 
the necessity of said Gas Company's having an inspector on the job, which 

is to be done on Framingham Road and Cross Street, to service the dsvelop- 
ment on Framingham Road. 
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m= Mr. Ohlman: "Every community we have worked in, we do have rules and re- 
- gulations, we have our own standards, we have our own in- 
spector-- we are the contractor for the condition of that 
road for a period of at least six months-- when you dig a 
street, you just don't finish that, you have got to wait for 
it to settle." "We guarantee to put that street back in the 
same condition or even better--we have an inspector who 
watches the job." "If a ditch sags, in any way, we make sure 
that man comes and fixes it--we put a temporary patch, then 
we come back after ground has settled, and in between, if 
necessary, then we come in and put in permanent patch." 


Highway Sup't. beo J. Pessini, who was also present, agreed with the above 
statement. Selectman Bartolini questioned these men and criticized their 
company for the way in which some of the streets in Southboro have been left, 
viz: Latisquama Road, in particular. Mr. Bartolini told the above-mentioned 
men he is very much in favor of having a Town Inspector on the job when- 
ever the Gas Company excavates in Southboro. Mr. Ohlman asked the Board 

if anyone had reported the condition of “atisquama Road to his Company. 


Mr. Ohlman explained that whenever his Company has to excsvate a road, that 
his Company pays to the Town 85¢ a foot for such excavation. According to 
the Highway Superintendent, he has never been aware that said Company would 
pay 85¢ a foot for such excavation, that same has never been made known to 
him. Selectman St. Maurice asked if the contractors which do the work for 
the Gas Company are under bond and was told "yes" by Mr. Ohlman, who fur- 
ther stated, "they are responsible for the condition of the trench for at 
least six months, usually by that time, you have got compaction-- we have 
gone so far as to put cold patch where there was never dirt before." Mr. 
Ohlman explained that the bond usually runs for twelve months. Mr. Ohl- 
man told the Board that he would certainly look into conditions as pre- 
vailing on Latisquama Road, and that same would be remedied. Mr. Ohlman 
furthcr stated that whenever something is wrong with any of the 4own roads, 
which have been excavated by the Gas Company, to “call us." 


Town Inspector where utility companies: are concerned discussed. Mr. Pessini 
stated “if you are going to have one for one company you should have one 
for everybody." 


Selectman Swartwood brought up the possiblity of having an "inspection sche- 
dule"“ and have the Highway Sup't. accompany the utility companies! lineman 
at various intervals, after jobs were finished. 


Selectman St. Maurice stated that he felt that the Sup't. has the right to 
make periodic inspections, that “that is his responsibility to begin with." 
Mr. St. Maurice also stated, “you people are going to furnish the ‘town with 
plans when ycu complete jobs of installation," and further stated he (St. 
Maurice) feels that the Sup't. “is the inspector." 


Mr. Ohlman: "Let Leo decide how we should come." 
VOTED: that inspections be made with the Highway Sup't. and the Worcester 


Gas Company once every two weeks for three months, and once a month 
for six months. 
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Motion made and duly seconded that the above vote be substituted in lieu 

of the restriction with relation to a Town Inspector's being on the job 
whenever excavations are being made. (The above takes in the excavations — 
to be done on Newton and Cross Streets) 


10:07 P.eM. Both Mr. Ohlman and Mr. Derrah left at this time. 


Granuaile Road discussed. The Highway Sup't. suggested erecting a chain 
fence with a lock on same, that with a ba: rier, there would be no place for 
vehicles to turnaround. Mr. Pessini further stated, "we are supposed to plow 
and sand, but no maintenance--put chain across, lock it and give key to the 
Fire Department.” 


Latisquama Road again discussed by the Board. Selectman Bartolini stated 
that a gutter should be put in the road where it goes down to the resevoir. 


Selectman St. Maurice then brought up again the matter of vehicles in back 
of the Fire Station, and that he (St. Maurice) found three cases of beer 
cans behind said Fire Station. He recommends that said vehicles be ordered 
off the premises. 


VOTED: that a Memo be sent both the Highway Sup't. and fire Chief to the

trying to correct the situation but without success, that the same 


condition prevails. 


Mr. Je Aw Bartolini stated that he believed the house was designed for a 
3-bedroom home. 


Mr. Louis Bartolini: "Why didn't you contact the builder?" 
Mr. Garfinkle: "We have instituted legal action against the builder." 


Tt was brought out that nine persons occupy the Foley house. Dr. Stone 
stated, "I think Thomas Renaldo has done his job."

Mr. Pessini stated that he was questioned 
by the Fire Chief "how come they were burning so early." Mr. Pessini is 
not in favor of anyone's having keys to the dump--he brought out that Mr.

"MacDonald, the same way, he comes in only when he gets strapped." Mr. 
Pessini explained that because of the way some of the dumping has been done, 
he has had to hire equipment to push the rubble back, that his budget will 
not take care of this extra expense. 


Mr. Pessini told Mr. Campbell that he could dump at the "bottom of the 
dump, that he would guarantee that no one else would be allowed to use this 
séction of said dump. Mr. Campbell agreed to pay $25.00 a month to dump 
at said 'bottom' of dump, "provided it isn't going to cost me a fortune.”

Swartwood: "I suggest that we have a letter sent these people, because 
we would have more than Mr. Fantony's word for it. Apparent- 
ly, according there were other complaints up on Valley Road-- 
this, apparently, is still the case now."

7:30 P.M. Present: Selectman Louis J. Bartolini (Acting Chairman) and 
Selectman Charles B. Swartwood III. Members of the Press 
present were: Ed Chapman of Marlboro Enterprise and Patricia 
Boyle of the Worcester Telegram & Gazette. 


7:40 P.M. Fred L. Baker, Sr., Town Accountant, appeared at this time and 
presented bills for payment--Treasury Warrant #30 in the amount 
of $30,536.88.

Mr. Baker and the Selectmen discussed the payment of a bill from Fiske's

VOTED: to ask Arthur J. St. Maurice, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen,

Judge Brewin stated that papers had not been passed re the 80 acres of land 
for the new school. There is an error on the engineer's plan. The 
engineers have gone back into the field to check error. They had not 
checked the bound to see if it was right. The MDC land has a permanent 
bound. "The bound in the middle of the field did not mean a thing. 
Engineers are working on it." | 


8:10 P.M. Mr. William J. Maher, President and Treasurer of Refrigerated 
Storage Center, Inc., arrived. 


Selectman Bartolini: “We have called you many times before in regard to 
your exhaust system." Selectman Bartolini then 
presented a petition received by the Selectmen's 

Office on July 10, signed by 1) people who are complaining that the 

“operation of the refrigeration system on the property of the Refrigerated 

Storage plant off Willow Street in Fayville is causing excessive noise and 

is interfering with our enjoyment of our property...” 


Mr. Maher then read the petition, who then asked for an Executive Session. 
He stated that the publicity Refrigerated Storage has been receiving has 
been detrimental to his operation. 


Selectman Swartwood stated that in view of this being a subject of public 
nuisance and there is a petition signed by ll) residents who abutt this 
‘property, he felt that at this time the matter should be discussed openly. 
Selectman Swartwood added that "if anything you have to say would be 
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against any individual, I think we should discuss it privately in an 
Executive Session." 


A discussion followed whether or not to go into Executive Session. Mr. 
Maher claimed that earlier in the year they went into Executive Session 
on this matter. Judge Brewin looked in his records and said, "It was 
in February." 


VOTED: Not to go into Executive Session at this time. 


Judge Brewin then quoted various dates and facts to bring Selectman 
Swartwood up to date on this subject. 


Selectman Swartwood said: "From this record that Judge Brewin has gone. 
over, it has been a year. The Board feels 
that if there was any way to have this done, 

they would certainly be more than happy to go along with any reasonable 

delay in having the situation abated." The "problem is that the 
reasonableness has gone completely out of this. It has been over a year 
since this complaint." Selectman Swartwood went on to say, "It is my 

feeling that the attenuators were installed because of a threat of a 

suit." “There is a legitimate complaint" and there are at least 1 

people that still hear excessive noise. "We have been more than 

reasonable to acceeding to the wishes of your company in your attempts 

to abate this nuisance. We will be glad to listen to what will be done." 


Selectman Bartolini: “We have been more than patient. The prime complaint 

7 is Joseph Fantony who has complained about other 
problems... water, earth dropping on his property, etc.” “Water is still 
pouring down..e We don't see any results. The attenuators took you a year 
to install." Selectman Bartolini mentioned that a lot of the engineering 
survey statements are contradictory. 


Selectman Bartolini: “I have sat here for 12 months trying to negotiate 

: for both sides. This does not leave us much alter- 
native. What are you doing? Sit back...maybe this will go away? We have 
legal grounds to move against you. We are duty bound to move against you. 
Is there any plausible explanation?” 


Mr. Maher: "Many of the things you say are completely true. We have a 

long history of hard and difficult startup problems and 
situations. We have had a number of changes" (referring to personnel 
changes) “It took a long time to get off the ground.... We have spent a- 
round $5,000 or $6,000, with engineering guidance, for these attenuators 
to be installed. He stated that the consultants brought into this say 
that there is an acceptable noise level from the standpoint of an indus- 
trial situation. "We got off to a slow start.... lot of work but no 
action..Then action has been taken....The Judge questions as to whether 
we have abated the noise enough. Mr. Fantony says that the noise has 
lessened but not enough. I have talked to one or two of the neighbors 
who say there has been some improvement. I see their names are not on © 
the list. (petition) There is a fellow on the opposite side from Fan- 
tony in a white house (Walter Brewer) who says his problem is the trucks... 
and the railroad......" 
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Mr. Maher stated that Coppers (sp?) supplied the material who claim this 
has been brought to reasonable noise standards. Mr. Maher said the equip- 
ment has not been running at full blast. "There are different levels of 
blast." He expects to run it at full blast when August weather brings in 
"bad humidity." Mr. Maher stated: “We have done what we thought was right 
and proper. It did take a long time. I don't know what else to say." 


Selectman Swartwood: "What position do you hold?" 
Mr. Maher: “President and Treasurer." 
Mr. Swartwood asked Mr. Maher if "this is all you are going to spend?" 


Mr. Maher: "It is all we would like to spend.” He believes he has brought 
the noise level down to acceptable industrial standards. 
"Tf we are forced tO.ccesee” 


Selectman Swartwood: "We are at an impasse. There is a noise. Who can 
satisfactorily say this is a reasonable noise. That 
is nowhere." 


Mr. Maher: "There are other noises...The traffic is starting to creep in.* 


Mr. Swartwood: "What if we decided to make a technical study. Would you 

be willing to put money in escrow in the event that this 
survey turned out that there was a noise. This money would be used for 
doing something further to abate the noise. 


Mr. Maher: "We would have to look at the amount. We would have to have 
some concurrence or discussion on it.....who might be doing 
this." "We have used an accoustical engineer. We would be 

willing to participate in a technical survey of some kind. We would support 

this effort." 


Judge Brewin asked Mr. Maher if he knew about Barry Controls in Watertown. 
Mr. Maher: "No." 


Judge Brewin read a letter from Barry vontrols which said they might be 
able to straighten out this situation. 


Mr. Maher: "The supplier has given us in writing certain guarantees re 
| attenuators." He then read a letter from Cerami Accoustical 
Consultants.....e Re noise level: "It becomes a matter of judgment." 


Judge Brewin stated that the time people like to enjoy their homes is in 
the evenings and on Sunday. "Have you anything to offer the Board without 


a suit?" 
Mr. Maher: "It depends on what has to be done." 


Selectman Bartolini: “You know what has to be done.”

Mr. Maher: "We have a further letter in writing that stood by the thing." 


Selectman Swartwood: "If he has guaranteed it, he will not tell you it 

does not work.... No man is going to tell me that 
it doesn't work if he supplied it." "Nothing much has been done since I 
have been here since March.” "I don't think you want to put another cent 
in this outside unit you have." 


Mr. Maher: “We are moving ahead to have a man come from New York, at a 

sizable fee, to take these tests.” Mr. Maher then read a let- 
ter dated July 6, 1967, from an architect in St. Paul who will be coming in 
on this either July 14, 17, or 18 whichever will be convenient....."We are 
asking him to take some readings and come up with the decibel as to what 
this equipment is giving out with." 


Judge Brewin: “If we contact Barry Controls in Watertown, would your 
firm be willing to pay for it?" 


Mr. Maher: “We would certainly be willing to participate in it." 
Selectman Bartolini: "Do you want to settle in court?" 


Mr. Maher: “We don't want to settle it in court. Not many people in 
Southborough would want to settle it in court." He then 
showed the Board a Purchase Order dated March 15 (for the 
attenuators) in the amount of $2,900 signed by Mr. Maher. 


Judge Brewin, Selectman Bartolini and Selectman Swartwood then read the 
wording of the Purchase Order. 


Mr. Maher: “If we can get the thing going and do what has to be done, 
I would be willing to participate in the survey to stay out 
of court.* "I would go out on a limb to say we would put 
#2,000 in escrow.* 


Selectman Bartolini: “Someone has to say 'this is the generally accepted 
practice!" "We have to make the judgment.” 


Selectman Swartwood: "I am glad you came up here. I think you have shown 
good faith...We are back to the basic problem that 
i, people say there is excessive noise." 


Mr. Maher: “We can continue to show good faith within the steps that can 
bring this to some sort of conclusion." 
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Selectman Swartwood: "Can we ask for a hearing date for a permanent 
injunction?" 


Mr. Maher: “you are obviously being pushed for action." 


Judge Brewin: “Both sides are being forced.” The Judge suggested that 
an acoustical study be made. It would give both sides a 
guide to where "we are going". 


Selectman Swartwood: "Mr. Maher, will you call Barry Controls tomorrow 
morning and ask them how much it would be?" 


Judge Brewin: "We shall meet tomorrow night on the telephone." 
Mr. Maher was given a copy of Barry Controls letter. 


Selectman Swartwood: "We don't expect you to pay $40,000..." "Will you 
please, Mr. Maher, call the Selectmen's Office and 
tell them exactly: 


1. How much would Barry Controls charge to do the 
job? 


2. How soon can they do it? 


3. Whether Refrigerated Storage would be willing 
to pay the cost.

- Gazette, appeared. 


7:17 P.M. Then appeared Mr. Mark Hamilton of the Framingham News. 
7:50 P.M. Town Counsel, William F. Brewin,appeared for a few minutes 


Chairman St. Maurice suggested to the Town Counsel that a letter of 
condolence be written Mrs. Elton. 


7:57 P.M. Highway Superintendant, Leo J. Pessini; Planning Board member, 
Charles W. Sawin3 and Marlboro Enterprise Correspondent, Mr. 
Robert Wilcox, appeared at this time. 


7:59 P.M. Then appeared Mr. and Mrs. James P. Kennedy, Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Patterson, and Mrs. James Denman, all of Flagg Road. 


8:05 P.M. Town Counsel, William F. Brewin, appeared for a moment then 
left to meet with the Board of Health. 


8:06 P.M. Then appeared Planning Board member Mr. Peter Phaneuf (Mr. 
Charles We. Sawin, also a Planning Board member, appeared 
earlier.) Mr. Philip C. Beals was also present. 
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8:09 P.M. Then appeared Mr. James P. Murphy of Flagg Road. A minute 
later appeared Mr. Napoleon B. Barber, Chairman of the 
Planning Board and Mr. Fuller of Whitman & Howard, Engineers. 
Highway Superintendent, Leo J. Pessini, also was present. 


Chairman St. Maurice told all present that this meeting was called for 

the purpose of discussing the alleged drainage condition existing in 

the Flagg Road area, that the Board of Selectmen was not directly con- 

cerned with this situation insofar as it relates to the "Fiddier's Green 

Subdivision", upon which certain properties are beleaguered by excessive 

water. Mr. St. Maurice stated that it is the duty of the Planning Board 

"to deal with subdivision." "This is a problem that involves subdivision 

through the Planning Board and the Town of Southborough." (Mr. St.Maurice 
explained that the Board of Selectmen through its Superintendent is in- 

volved with the highways of the Town. ) 


Mr. Patterson: "Seems that we have a torrent of water that is either 
going over or under Flagg Road from across the street 
and follows a line through Jim Denman's yard down 
through our yard below surface and above surface, 
washing out property to the rear of my yard.” "Water, 
I believe is either because of lack of drainage or 
improper drainage." Mr. Patterson stated his remark 
was not intended to be a criticism. 


Mr. Patterson further explained that this problem is "creating both a 
health hazard, eroding my land and Mr. Denman's property because of 
Flagg Road condition. Mr. Patterson further explained that both the 
Denman's and the Kennedy's homes have water in their cellars and 
garages, that the “major problem in my particular case, it is eroding 
my land creating a geyser about the...” 


Mr. Kennedy then explained how the water "leaps over my driveway where 
it "torrents down my driveway." Mr. Kennedy further stated that he is 
"having a serious problem” of losing... transferring furniture and T.V.'!s 
washed away. 


Mrs. Denman: “We got water and mud in our cellars." (Here Mrs. Denman 
showed photographs of the drainage condition to the Board.) 


Mr. Patterson stated, "We haven't heard too much from the Planning 
Board. I understand their representatives are here. "I am here for 
the same reason IJ was here for the last reason. I believe we were all 
invited here. I would like to get some idea of _vhe ee of 
possibility of the drainage system in the area." 


Chairman St. Maurice: "I am asking for conditions that prevail right 
now.® Again Mr. St. Maurice stated, “We don't 
have power over subdivisions, but we have power 
over Public Ways.” 


Chairman Barber: "I haven't any questions myself. I was up there. 
(Flagg Road) with a representative from Whitman & 
Howard. Mr. Fuller and I think that perhaps he 
could brief you on what we saw.” 
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Mr. Fuller: “we were up there last week--We went up there took a 
look at the road threugh subdivision (Fiddler's Green)-- 
Indicated to me there was a severe rain storm recently. 
I am sure run-off down there was severe run-off.” 


Chairman St. Maurice stated that the "meeting was called before last 
Sunday morning". 


Mr. Fuller stated that on the street it appeared the "run-off would 
be away from Route 9." 


Highway Superintendent explained that it had been agreed with the 
developer of Fiddler's Green and the Town, that if a pipe was installed 
across Flagg Road, a stone culvert would be put in with the agreement 
that "they were going to pipe right down the brook. Mr. Pessini stated, 
"We brought pipe across street..put in a stone culvert" with the agree- 
ment as mentioned above. Mr. Fuller earlier in the evening stated that 
possibly the original drain which ran under Flagg Road to an old stone 
drain had become plugged up. Mr. Pessini further explained that 

Mr. James P. Murphy, who was present, tried to obtain an easement to go 
across the property of "Davis™ now owned by....ceescesceeeceeein order 
to alleviate this drainage condition. Mr. Davis, however, would not 
give said easement to the developer, Mr. Murphy. 


Selectman Bartolini agreed with Mr. Fuller's surmise that the old drain 
is now plugged and is causing or creating a “turbulence”. . 


Selectman Swartwood stated that he concurred with Mr. Fuller, stating, 
"T think that there is no question that this water is coming down 
Flagg Road. We are substantially in agreement.” 


Drains on “Blackthorn Drive" so-called, discussed. It was agreed by 
all that two drains on the so-called Blackthorn Drive are "too high”, 
that same should be dropped two or three inches, that "There is no 

berm to centralize or bring water into the drains." ("Blackthorn Drive" 
IS within the "Fiddler's Green" subdivision.) 


Chairman St. Maurice again spoke of a "Common Agreement" which the 
Planning Board had with Mr. Murphy, developer of "Fiddler's Green", 
that "the second owner, Davis, would not give Murphy an easement." 
"There was an agreement with the Planning Board and Murphy that that 
drainage would go down and empty into a brook." Selectman Bartolini 
agreed that “there are two structures that could be lowered. It is 
contributory.” 


Chairman St. Maurice stated that "in back of Davis property, right on 
their lawn, the water was bubbling out on the side of slope..." After 
further discussion, Mr. St. Maurice stated to "refer this matter back. 


to the Planning Board", etc. 


Mr. Barber: “water should go down through drain--only thing we can do 
»»e-open end of stone drain and do what we can about having 
some drain put there such as was approved for subdivision. 

I think it is up to us to see what we can do with Mr. Murphy 
in putting it in. It was all approved at time we put in 
subdivision.” 
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Selectman Bartolini to Mr. Kennedy: "As a Selectman, I will not go 
along with any pipe through your 
property or anyone else's.” 


Chairman St. Maurice: "I would like to ask you (Barber) one question. 
What was stipulation in the Covenant in regards 
to drainage of this development?" 


Mr. Barber: "I couldn't say without looking at Covenant." 
Chairman St. Maurice: "what was the agreement of Blackthorn Road?" 


Mr. Sawin: “As a Selectman in 1962, that was when it started in to 
bubbling up... Mr. Murphy agreed if it was not adequate, 
he would put a pipe down there." 


Mr. Murphy: “Davis was the first one who brought it up." 


Selectman Bartolini: “We have been debating this same question for 55 
minutes--I suggest that a drain be put down Flagg 
Road." 


Selectman Swartwood in favor of drainages being installed for Flagg 
Road. Mr. Murphy agreed to lower catch basins. 


Mre Barber told all present he would “do the best I can for you or 

try to do it within this month." (Mr. Barber, with the engineer from 
Howard & Whitman and Mr. Murphy stated they would "try to come up with

We can't 
use the lot unless we tear the barn down. If we go 
to tear the barn down, it is going to cost us money." 


According to the Town Counsel, when the Bartolini brothers are through, 
a "more legitimate” complaint can be made. 


Mr. John Bartolini reported that he found out he could, if he so 
wished, remain on the premises at Deerfoot Road, housing "one, two or 
three vehicles". 


Mr. Swartwood felt that with the road already in existance within the 
subdivision, and the fact that the subdivision was not as yet com- 
pleted, such work as being done on this Bartolini property does not 
constitute a business. | 


The Board members agreed that said Bartolini brothers were not running 
a business, solely, on said property. 


Drainage problem, where it was reported at this meeting, was causing 
concern to some of the neighbors on Deerfoot Road, discussed. [t was 
brought out that silt which was coming from the brook on said Bartolinl 
property was brought to the attention of said Bartolini brothers, and 
that same was coming down the Road. 


8:30 P.M. Above meeting over at this time. 


8:32 P.M. Then appeared the Messrs. Richard E. Hellawell and his 
attorney, Robert J. Gallagher, of Westboro, who handed to 
the Board a new application for an all-alcoholic license 
(Innholder's) which indicated on same an amendment to the 
old Innholder'ts License 80 that said new application reads 
under Question 2, the following: "Type of License applied 
for Innholders and 'to amend said application to a Common 
Victualler'." 


Mr. Gallagher stated that he made some "'phone calls to the Alcoholic 
Beverages Commission on this particular problem--Reilly (of the 

A.B.C.) recommended the application should have the Innholder's renewal 
amended to a Common Victualer's" that "it should be written or typed 

in tand to amend said application to a Common Victualer's!." Mr. 
Gallagher told the Board members of an amendment to Chapter 138 of the 
General Laws, under Section 15A and read aloud said amendment, an 
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excerpt of which reads: "Where there are no premises actually in 
existance at the time the application is made, the applicant may file 
with the local licensing authorities a plan showing the actual 
dimensions of premises which are to be constructed on which the 

license is to be exercised. The local licensing authorities may there- 
after grant a license upon the condition that such license shall issue, 
upon completion of such premises according to said plan, and the 
decision of the Licensing Authorities as to whether or not said plan 
has been complied with shall be final." 


Mr. Gallagher then showed said plans stating that same "should be 
designated as fxhibit A,“ that he (Hellawell) “intends to exercise 
the license on said premises" (land of former Southborough Arms), 
that "he (Hellawell) has got to comply with this, with the laws, 
before you can give out the License. He has got to comply with these 
plans=-the decision as to whether or not he (Hellawell) has complied 
with these plans is yours." Mr. Gallagher stated that Mr. Hellawell 
intends to build the building "all at once," that, “in that regard 
he has expended about Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars already " 

in preparing the land for the new building, that "he has engaged the 
services of an architect and engineer, that he has topographical 
surveys," etc. (The Chapter as read by Mr. Gallagher was from 

Acts of 1967, Chapter 523) Said Chapter became effective as of 
November 7, 1967. 


Mr. Gallagher then explained that the plan, as presented to the Board 
tonight, shows "the facilities that are on the premises that are going 
to te exercised." Mr. Gallagher then showed a plan of the building 
itself to Selectman Bartolini. 

Chairman St. Maurice: "Do we have to advertise this?" 

Town Counsel: “Oh yes, it has to be advertised." The Town Counsel 
stated that the words “and to emend said application" must be in- 
corporated in the advertisement. 


Selectman Bartolini: “You are aware of this. You can't transfer 
this out?” 


Mr. Gallagher stated that Mr. Hellawell is aware of this. 


Mr. Hellawell: “it has to be in operation before the Board can issue 
the License." 


Selectman Bartolini: “In other words, say you start building, you can't 
transfer it out.” 


Mr. Hellawell: "I have the right to apply for a transfer at an early 
date." Mr. Hellawell then stated, "I understand that 
I can't, at the present time, transfer." 

Selectman St. Maurice: "This has got to go before the Board of Appeals." 


Selectman Bartolini: "In regar:s to what?" 
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Town Counsel: "Establishing of a business in a Business District." 


After further discussion, it was realized Mr. Hellawell wouldn't have 
to go before the Board of Appeals. This decision was reached after the 
Town Counsel checked Yection ? of the Town's By-Laws. 


Selectman Bartolini: "How soon will you go ahead with this thing?”

Selectman Bartolini: "Have you taken "perc" tests on the- propery?" 
(If there was an answer to this question, Secretary 
did not hear it) 


secretary then gave back to Mr. Hellawell, as approved by the Board of Se- 
lectmen, his first application for a renewal of his 1968 Innholder's all- 
alcoholic License, as submitted to the Board under date of Nov. 15, 1967. 


Selectman Swartwood stated, "When it comes time to consider this License, 

if we do, we attach a condition, there is one 
condition automatically to be attached, there can be further conditions, 
in regard to time period."

Chief Broek: “Just this past year." "I was told by the Insurance Agent he 
had orders not to register it." 


Mr. Taylor reported that the C.D. Department purchased certain equipment,

Mr. Harding further stated that presently, 
his Department has $907.00 left in the 1967 Budget, that if he is 
assured the Rescue Truck will be in operation by "Town Meeting time", 
he would go ahead and purchase certain other equipment that is needed 
out of said $907.00. He also said that "if we spend $1,000 in 1968, 
we will get back $500.00. 


Chairman St. Maurice asked Chief Brock if he would have the Rescue 
Truck ready for operation in March 1968. Chief Edward F. Brock agreed 
to have said Rescue Truck in operation in March 1968. 


Civil Defense Budget approved at $3,150.00.

Mrs. Eleonora F. Burke, Town Clerk, appeared for a few minutes,
